This is done simply by 
liking the number of years that have been lived 
through by a.p ity from birth to death, and also 
of 1000 olbers borri at the same time,and dying al 
all ages from 1 to 100 years old—the number ol 
years thus lived by each person is added into one 
su.ii and being divided by the number of persons, 
the mean duration of th«life of man is ascertained. 


If it were found on Irial, lhat on taking the- re- 


sult of the lives of 1,000 or 10,000iinlmduals,and 
deducing the" mean duration, and then eroin" 
through t o snme process with like n-fimbersj and 
the mean duration of the Jailer differed widely 
fro.n the former, it would bo lo ho purpose to fol- 
low out experiments: bul ihis is not the fact, and 
in nothing is lhe uniformity of the general laws of 
nature more powerfully exemplified.than in regu- 
lating lhe period of human existence.
